The room had previously been crowded with
apectniory, including o few indiss and & number of
eolored men, who hod been adiniited by tiokels, in
all probably not more thsn (wo handeed; Owing w
the Hmited oapacity of the conrt-room. At one
side of the table, In front of 1he Judge's stand,
ware seated Charies O'Connor, Wiiliam K. Reed
and George Shen, Begs, snd on the other, J. Ran-
dolph Tucker, Robert Uuld and James Lyons,
Eagn., All cotunsel for Jafferson Davis,

The United States District Atorney Ohandler
and Willinm M. Evarts, Esga , oocupisd seats near
the gentiemen last mentioned, and appesared for the
Uniiva States governmeut.

Jelforson Davis entered tha conrt-room, focom.
panied by Gienernl Burton and United States As.
sistant Marshal Duncan, sod 0ok seals sapscinlly
provided for them on the sids of Judge Under-
wood.  The spectators displnysd profouud 1aterest
Al this feature of the procesdings.

It may here be stated that in addition 15 others
present were Governor Peirpoint and Genercals
Schotteld aod Granger, and & namber oF membery
of the Har sod leadiog cltiz«ns of Richmond,

Judge Underweod remarked, the Oourt is honor-

the nation's noblest and bravest defendsrs that the
ndunl morning rontine will be omitted, Wao are
now ready for any commopleation from General
Barton,

There were cries of “sitdown' snd “order must
be preserved,’” by an officer of the Court.

‘l'ne writ of habeas corpas, aned out of the Qourt
and allowed by Judge uderwood, and which
bBis olréndy been published, was then read: Il bore
she following Ilndorsement:

ane Court replied: The return s explicit and
satisfactory, General Borton recel ves the thanlks
of the Court for this prompt nnd graceial obedi.
ence to ite writ, He has thus addad another to the
many laurels he has gnined upon the battle-llalds
of the country., He has illustrated the manly
qualities of the soldier of the United Siates, for
courage iu the face of dauger is not more becom-
ing than a rendy recognition of the claime of pence
when the danger has puasad. Genernl Burton is
mow honorably reiieved of the custody of the
prisoner, who passes into the enstody of the Coart
under the protection of American republican law.
If the laws are silent in arms, they should be
trompet-tongusd and omnipotent \n peace. The
Muarshal will now serve on the prisoner the writ
on the Indictment now in this Court.

Deputy Marshal Donean accordingly served the
writ on Jefferson Davis, which the latter ncknows

eneral Burton thanked the Court for the re-
marke which had besn made In compliment to

Mr. O'Connor sald connsel were now ready to

Mr. Evarts—]I deem it proper to say that I re.
present the government on this occason and in this
prosecution in association with my learned friend
i District Avtorney, (Mr. Obandler.) Mr. Davis
bhaving psssed from military imprisonment to the
control and custody of thus Uounrt, And as an lo-
dictment & pending sgainst him, nud he 18 now
under arrest, it only remalns for me W say, on be-
baif of the government, that it Is not its lntention
to prosecute the trigl of the prisoner at the pressut
term of the Court.

Mr, O'Connor—The condition of this oase throws
apon us tha duty of presenting to your Honor's
eonsideration some of the circumatances nttending
it, Jefferson Davia has been imprisoned and in
the power of the government, s0 inat any sieps
thought urélonl. jost and consistent with sound
policy might haye been taken againsihim o very
long time ago. His imprisonment commanced on
the 10th of April, 1865,

in this Oourt an indictment was presentad
ﬂnnn him in May, 1566, Mr. Davis has bean at

during the last yeur or more of that lmprisonment,
exceedingly nuxions to mest the questions arising
on any indictment which might be presented.

siumne time securing due responsibiiity o Inw aod
the snda of justice, to mitignte somewhat the pres.
sure of whe prisoner's coudinon, for &l imprison-
ment and the holding of the soousad for rial sre
adopted for the purpose of securing an answer and
the personal Appearduce of the accused, when the

ore the Conrt. This Is ample resson on general

onnds.

The Constitution of the United States, which wa
all profess 10 Teverence, lnsures a rpesdy trinl.
But I do not come hers to mesert that s spesdy
trigl means Instantly, Bor 10 nssert that (e go-
yernment has not, on this as on all other occasions,
nhad o reasonable time to prepare for trial. 1 do
not nasert that considerations of policy and cou-
venlence may not have had their fall weight, al.
though lhey may bear oppressively on the indi.
vidusl, I do not compiain thatibe govarnmant
has fuiled o prossoute last year, or deterred action
til) the present year. I have no such purpose, he-
causé we Are bound to respect the suibority of the
Preaident, the Atorney Genersl, aud their associ-
ates and sdyisers, and only suppose thera ars pub-
lic considerations for not procseding with the trial
immediately. But, if your Honor plessss, it is
fact that o gentleman pol very young, And not re.

1 may remark, in order to nvoid embar-
rssment in the future, that the government would
run no risk by requiring some of the sureties to be
residents of this district, while on the contrary
there might be difficulty. He wounld be certain, in
case of non-Attendnnce, withont having to enter
suit in a different jurisdiction, to bold the sareties
Tesponeible for the non-Appearance of the prisoner.

bhe COourt said—The guestion ls whether the
prisoner is ballable, 1ltisa little remarkabls that
in the midst of a giganua clvil war the Uongress of
the United States changed the ponisbment of an
offence from denth to flng and lmprisonment, but,
under the clroumstay cns, It wis very honoraple to
the government of the United States, and sxhibited
ita olemency and moderation. This Is & fact which
relieves the preseut case of every doubt as Lo its
being ballable, and it ls;, alsp, In my jadgment,
emivently proper that the motion should be irested
with fuvor, as (he defendant has been ready for n
yeur to submit his cusa to the Oourts of the coun-
try. It is true the Frlaunﬂ‘ has not unatil to-day
been in the custody of this Court, I think, how-
aver, no person scquainted with the circumstanoes
of the country would suppose the fact reflected on
the justice of the country. OConsidering the natn.
ral effect of a great war, which Inshed all the éle-
ments of society into fury, it was not to be ax-
pected that the passions and prejudices aroused
would be subdued in & moment, and 1t s in con-
peguence of the previlence of this disturbuoce, and
tumults which hive been abroad in ihé gommu-
nity, thut the government has feit it could not
ulefy procesd with this case.

Atter consultation with the higbest judicial offi«
cer, It was thought best to omit the trinl Inst fall
But fortunately we Lave A more Bgreenble sspect
at the present ime. We may now hope for re.
stored confldence, and that we may not agnin bae
disturbed by viclence and commotion. I think
there are reasonable nssurances jn the lodications
Around us that we are about 1o enler on o pesce
more permanent than ever existed before,

I ought, perhtips, (o stite the fact that this Coart
expects 10 be In session all this week; and I have
a letter from Chief Justice Chass intimating his
intention to come to this city if uny lnportant
onnses are likely 1o be tried. 1 ought niso to stute,
In justice to the District Attorney, that he ex.
pocied to dispuse of this case during the present
term, I belleve he wias fully prepared for the
final disposition of L at this time, bot 1 have no
doubt thut grave considerations hitve indaced the
governmont to take o ditferent course. So It seemn
the respe osibility of the trial Is with the govern-
ment, and wot with the Qourt or with the Idstriet
Attorney, and no doubt for good and proper ren-
sonk. The governmantl cannot compluin, since the
delay Is (ts own, 1 am giad counsel have ngreed
on the amonnt of ball. It mests with the appro-
bation of the Uourt, which will mot confipe the
suretion to the distriet of Virginia, It wounld no
doubt be satisfactory if about balf of the sureiies
be conflned to the Siute of Virginia, There is no
objection to having the remainder of the bail from
other portions of the United States. I would in-
guirs of the counse! for the prisoner whether his
sureties Are préseunt Lo enter luto recognizance
to.-day?

Mr, O'Connor—They are all prepared.

Mr. Davie, doriug these precedings, exhibited
much cheerfulness, sspocially a8 many parsons in
the crowd extended their hands o congratulate
him on the prurtpecl of hin speedy releass,

The Court—The gentlemen proposing to offer
themuel yes will plense Lo come foreward.

Duvis, on his release, telegraphed to his hrother
in Missiesippl the fuot, aond smid he would writs
from New York. Davis and bis wife visited ths
grave of their son at Hollywood Cemetery, to.
pight, and afterwards took passnge on the steamar
Ningars, which sails for New York at ten o'clock
A, M. to-morrow.
